REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


For THE YEAR ENDING Marcu 1, 1893. 





This report must be brief, consequently much which might be 
well said must be omitted. 

Much good work has been done and very commendable progress 
made in all the schools, while new methods of instruction have been 
introduced which in the near future must produce better work and 
still greater progress. Teachers have been employed capable of 
devising new exercises, and apparatus intended to create more gen- 
eral interest in the studies pursued, and assist in developing the 
minds of the pupils, according to the best modern ideas. 

Pupils have begun to think and reason, instead of being stupidly 
crammed with uninteresting and often useless facts, quickly forgot- 
ten. They, who have thus, in addition to a few well understood 
facts, acquired the habit of ready thinking and correct reasoning 
are already on the right road to a liberal education and high degree 
of culture. 

To this end the schoolrooms have been improved and _ beautified, 
higher wages have been paid to a better class of teachers, and more 
and better schooling furnished than ever before within our knowl- 
edge. 

Three young men, and several young ladies, graduates of our 
High school, have taught in our schools to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. ‘The number of schools has been reduced to twelve 
as against sixteen in 1891 and twenty in 1890; while the number 
of weeks’ schooling has been increased from 22 to 28, and the 
wages from $20 to $24 and $32 per month. This process of unit- 
ing small schools, where possible, gives us more weeks’ schooling 
and a good deal better than can be had under the former condition 
of things. Estimating the conveyance of the scholars at one third 
the cost of supporting a school, and your board has saved nearly 
$1,000, by thus cutting down the number from twenty to twelve. 
Further reduction should be made and probably will be the coming 
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year. The grammar school should, as far as possible, be made a, 
fitting school for the High school, and be made accessible to all the 
larger pupils in town. 

Our schools now are well supplied with all needed books, maps, 
charts, black-boards, globes, and other apparatus, much of which 
has been added during the past two years. 

A pleasant feature of the year’s work was the celebration of Col- 
umbus Day, on which occasion our schools, in connection with the 
High school, did themselves great credit, and it is to be hoped this 
pleasant and entertaining occasion may in some way be made an 
annual occurrence. 

In compliance with a new custom we have omitted the “ Roll of 
Perfect Attendance,’ and pupils deserving mention thus, will, in 
due time, receive the handsome certificate to which they are entitled. 

For further information citizens are referred to the tabular state- 
ment and treasurer’s report. 

The appropriation of the town for school purposes was sufficient, 
and a similar sum for the ensuing year will give your board the 
opportunity to still further improve the schools. An appropriation 
of $100, it is thought, will be needed for repairs of school houses the 
coming year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the People of Warner: In submitting this, my second annual re- 
port, as superintendent of your High school, I have the satisfaction of 
saying that the school is in a very prosperous condition, and never 
more so than now, in my belief. At the end of the last school year 
Prof. Emerson resigned, and was succeeded by Prof. G. W. Ransom. 
During the year Miss Little also resigned, and was succeeded -by Miss 
Minnie EK. Wheeler. ‘These new teachers are the peers of any whom 
they succeed. Indeed, I believe that the change of teachers has been 
beneficial to the school. It is an old saying among the farmers, that 
“a frequent change of pastures makes fat cattle.” So it is often true 
that a change of teachers, with which comes a change of methods, thus 
subjecting the pupils to new conditions and a taste of the friction in- 
evitably incident to their subsequent lite,—is followed by an awakening 
of new interest, and the incitement of new ambitions and new hopes 
and new aspirations. 

However acceptable and efficient the old teachers were,—and they 
were,—the new teachers are none the less so. They are earnest, zeal- 
ous, and indefatigable, and untiring in their work. 

I may be allowed to express the belief, that, on the whole, the schools 
of Warner.—common schools and High school alike,—have made great 
progress, and have greatly improved during the year. 

Under the efficient management of the board of education, in largely 
reducing and consolidating the schools of the town, and in the employ- 
ment of a much better grade of teachers than have sometimes been 
employed, our common schools have greatly improved. 

Warner, with its High school to excite the ambitions of its youth 
and a constant adherence to its policy of consolidation and the employ- 
ment of the very best teachers, will, in a few years, present as attract- 
ive and as excellent a system of schools as can the most favored towns 
in New Hampshire. It is wise, and good business, on the part of the 
people of Warner, to make perfect,—regardless of cost—our local edu- 
cational institutious. Partisanship, local quarrels, and personal ditf- 
ferences among men should not be allowed to turn from its true 
course the prosperous condition upon which our educational interests 
have at last entered. 
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The welfare of our boys and girls is so intricately interwoven with 
the warp and web of their school life and is so far influenced by these 
environments, that men should not be allowed to lay their impious and 
sacriligious hands upon our school system, and bend and warp it to 
serve their selfish purposes. However paradoxical it may seem to 
some, it is nevertheless true that ‘“‘the child is the father of the man,” 
for what the child is, and is made to be, and makes himself, in his 
youth, the future man will be, and he is so moulded and fashioned by 
his surroundings in his youthtul days, that upon those charged with 
his care and training, at that time of life when character and impulse 
are germinating, rests a great responsibility indeed. 

How important then it is to him and society at large, that his early 
and later school privileges should be of a high and pure order. The 
school lad is the future citizen and voter, upon whom will soon devolve 
the duties and responsibility incident to citizenship in the republic. 
Nations, states, republics, towns, and communities, are composed of 
individuals, and they are what the people are who compose them in 
their individuality. 

I most heartily congratulate the people of Warner upon the progress 
mace towards the attainment of a condition when we can offer the 
stranger the inducement of a system of schools second in excellence to 
no town in New Hampshire. 

To obtain the full fruition of the hopes of the friends of education 
and good government in Warner, its citizens should cultivate, foster, 
and make the most of all advantages, particularly its great educational 
one. 

The connection between the work of the High school and the com- 
mon school is so close and sympathetic, and the welfare of each is so 
interwoven with that of the other, that I have felt justified in indulg- 
ing im these general observations. 

I am satisfied that the curriculum of the High school needs revising 
and overhauling. It was adopted more than twenty years ago, since 
which time great and important changes have taken place. 

I am of the opinion that the prescribed course, as a whole, is not 
quite adapted to a High school under the existing conditions in Warner, 
and that it aims to give a higher education than the town requires, 
regard being had to the condition of our primary schools and primary 
school pupils, the nurseries of the Iligh school. Our children in all the 
schools know too little of what comprises a useful and practical educa- 
tion, and they attempt to learn too much that is of little practical value 
in after life. Parents should see to it that their children take a course 
_ of study that will best tend to prepare them for the practical affairs of 
life. . 
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The inevitable changes that have taken place in all departments of 
life have operated with respect to this school, and it may be well and 
wise in us of to-day to inquire if these changes do not necessarily re- 
quire some change in method and system. 

Itis a matter of no little practical importance to inquire if the 
school has not drifted from its original moorings, as fixed by Mr. 
Simonds in his will founding this school. 

The reading of this will clearly indicates his purpose, that it was 
primarily for the exclusive benefit of the children of Warner, and it is 
a very serious legal question if, under the terms of the will, pupils 
from surrounding towns are entitled to the privileges of the school, 
even though a small tuition is paid. Certainly, if the presence of the 
pupils from other towns operates in a way to deprive Warner pupils of 
any attention at the hands of the teachers that they would have if the 
foreign pupils were not there, then they suffer injury, and do not get 
that full measure of benefit that they are lawfully entitled to have. 
That the presence, in such large numbers, of pupils from other towns, 
with the present force of teachers, does operate to the prejudice of 
home pupils, I do most seriously believe. 

It is a physical impossibility, with the large attendance and the 
multiplicity of classes and studies, for two teachers to do the full jus- 
tice to each individual pupil that they could do with less pupils and 
fewer and smaller classes. It is impossible, in the brief time at present 
allotted to each class for recitation, that every pupil shall receive that 
measure of attention that he needs and is entitled to have. Generally, 
the poorer the pupil is the more training and attention be should have 
in the class, bit in fact he gets the least in a hurried recitation, such 
as our over-worked teachers give under present conditions. 

I respectfully submit that we must soon employ more teachers, or the 
attendance must be decreased so that there shall be smaller classes and 
less of them. The attendance of Warner pupils cannot be made less 
unless a standard for admission be made so high as to exclude many 
children who are legally entitled to the privileges of the school. This 
must not be done. ‘The practical question and the pressing one is, Shall 
we increase the corps of teachers, or exclude pupils from other towns, 
and lessen the ciasses by reducing the number of practically uselegs 
studies ? 

I recommend a small annual appropriation and the employment of a 
third teacher. 

During the year I found it necessary to enforce the rules of the 
school and the laws of self-preservation, to protect the virtue and mor- 
ality of the pupils from contaminating influences. Shameful disregard 
of the law of morality cannot be tolerated if the school is to receive 
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the support and confidence of the people. It is as much the duty of 
the school to teach and inculcate virtuous habits, as other things. 
Without virtuous habits an education is of little value. A 

Parents will not, and ought not to, subject their children to perni-

cious, immoral, and irreligious influences. I did what I thought my. 


duty to the school demanded, without “fear, favor, or hope of reward.” 


As was to be expected, enemies have made haste to condemn, while. 


few friends have slowly justified and approved. The consciousness of 
a duty performed is my only reward. 


‘*To thine own self be true, 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any man.” 


In conclusion, I return my thanks to the people of Warner for their 
confidence, during the two years I have served as superintendent. I 
have tried to do my duty faithfully. _ It is a position of responsibility, 
without pay or emoluments of any kind, with many to censure and 
few to approve. 

I am not a candidate for re-election.
